The ſame is diuided into three Treatiſes, whereof rhis 
is only the eleuenth chapter of the ſecond Treatiſe, I 
confeſſe the whole worke were verie requiſit tobe 
tranſlated, the rather becauſe of another greate wbi/e, 
celebrated this preſent yeare 1627, as well by the 
Engli/h Carholicks,as by all others in all the world, with 
praiers for the extirpation of our Religion, which they 
call hereſie , as alſo becauſe many others in England 
begin tolooke back to the fleſh-pots of this ſpirituall 
Egypt,and thinke to reconcile ſome of the difterences 
berweene Papiſts and the Church of England , and to 
make the reſt ſeeme lefſe then they are. But ſure I am 
that this chapter i» more then I thall haue thanks for 
of them; and that if I had ſent it ouer the Seas, to haue 
it printed at London, it could neuer haue beene licen- 
ſed there , becauſe of ſome things, which were like to 
offend the Biſhops : though it may be the Author in 
writing of it, did neuer ſo much as thinke of them, but 
only ot the Romaniſts.I haue indeauoured to tranſlate | 
him faithtully , without adding any thinge to the text, 
And if then ſuch a worke as this, ſo needetull and prof- 
firable,ſo full ot learning and delight, written by a Mi- 
miſter , ſo eminent religious and impartiall, and ſo well

and made to ſtop theire eares toall ſuch charmmgs, 
beholding many moleſted , imprifoned and diſgraced 
aboute them ; by them that would teach the Dolphin 
toſwim,ithe thould come into theire ſeas, ſo nnuch the 
Biinopsthinke themſelues wronged, it the Scriptures 
or any thinge elfe be alleadged againlt chem: yer whe- 
ther they, or thoſe they ſupprefle, may more truly ſay 
wich the Church, _A/l rhis is come /p0n vs, yet hane Wee 
not forgotten thee, nor dealt falſly in thy couen.ant;this they 
are no more willing to put to triall , no more then the 
Papiſts; vnles themfelues may be judges; or rule a Sy- 
ned in theſe and Arminian caſes, as the Court of 
Rome did the Councel! of Trent in the like: chooſing 
rather to deicerde theire caute by power and rerrour, 
Whcrein yet they doſo litle hurt me , wo by Gods 
grace am out of theire reach , liveing ina more retor- 
mcd Clurch, rhat tor my owne particular, I finde no 
neede topublut ſuch works. 1t15 the loue of my coun- 
trey that conltraines me : tor though by reaſon of m 
habit, and long abode in rhete parts, almoſt all men 
take me tobc a Dutchman, yet doe I not denie but 
that 1 was borne in England , of Englith Parents, and 
there had my education, All which were nothing , if 
L were not tied by greater bonds to my Sauiour to

If I did not feare that my pen would {well to high , I could 
repreſent an infinite number of ſuperſtitions, which the church 
of Rome hath borrowed of the lewes., So becaule the Iewes 
celebrated Eaſter with vnleauened bread,the Church of Roine 
will nor celebrate the Euchariſt with leaucned bread. As the 
Iewes had their lampes which enlightened the night in the 

Tabernacle, ſo the Church of Rome lighteth Candals and 
Torehes,which enlighten the night and the day, As in the Ju- 
daicall Church there was a vaile which couered the moſt holy 
place , where was the Propitiorocie and the Cherubios : ſotbe

Church of Rome, in the time of Lent, couereth her Images 
with white linnen. As the high Preiſt had bis litle bels faſte- 
ned to the hem of his garment , whereof he made the ſound to 
be heard when he entred bctore God into the holy place, and 
when hz departed thence: fo the Preifts haue theirelitle belles, 
which they caule to ſound when they lift vp that which they 
call God : allo when they carric itto fick perlons, and as they 
returne, 

To be ſhort, by litle and litle they haue furcharged tht 
Ppoore Church with the yoake of Judical} Ceremonies, contra- 
rie to the expreſſe commiandement of the Apoſtle : Why tempe 
Je God to put a yoake on the neck of the Diſciples , which neither 
wee nor our f:1thers were able to beare, Our Sauiour Jeſus Chriſt, 
who is the body and truth of all the ſhaddowes and figures of 
the Mofaicall Law , hath put away by his owne propper blood 
al! thoſe ordinances , and hath fixcd them to his crotfe , accor- 
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ding to the laying of the Apoſtle , He hath blotted ont the hand C1l.2.14, 


writing of ordinances which was agai:;ſt vs,and tooke it away,nai- 
ling it to his croſſe, The Church of Rome hath not been contene 
to repatch the vaile of Ceremonies which Chriſt Teſus bath 
torne by his death : but which is more ſhe hath therero fowed 
all ſorts of peeces and patches , which ſhe hath borrowed of 


ancient Paganiſme, And indeede ir is of the ancient Pagans 


that ſhe hath learned to ioyne the ſpirituall power with the 
temporall:for Teſus Chriſt did not exerciſe on earth any power 
or juriſdiction t2mporall , infomuch as he refuſed ro deuide 
the inheritance betweene two brothers. Burt the heathen Em- 
perours did ioyne both the powers together, qualifying them 
{elues, for the moſt part, Emperours and Soceraigne Pontites, 
So the Pupes boaſt of * both the (words, holding that Tefus 
Chriſt hath giuen them both the earthly and the heauenly 
Empire, * To manifeft that this is the Beaſt to which the Dra- 
gon viz, the Erchnick Empire gaue his throone, Rev.13.

nons of S, Germain of Auxerrois , who preuailed in theire - 
caule againſt the Tefuirts, And iuſt as the Pagans worthipped 
verrie niany Godclſes , but they had a particular one , whome 
they called the Queene of heauen : So among the ſhe Saints, 
which the Church of Rome worſhipperh, chere is one to 
which many giuc the title of Goddeſle , and which almoſt all 
acknowledge for the Queene of heauen and Ladie of the 
world. Amonge the Pagans one and the ſame God was diuerl- 
ly named , according to the diuerſity of the places , where he 
was worſhipped, or the effects which were aſcribed vnto him. 
For lo there is ſpeech of Iubiter Ammon, Inbiter Olympien, 
Tubiter Stator, Iubicer Ultur, Iubiter Victor, lubiter Conlerua- 
tor , Iubiter Feretrien &c, In imitation whereof the Church 
of Rome hath diuers names for one and the ſame he Saint and 
ſhe Saint : ſo they celebrate our Lady of Laurette , our Ladie 
of Montferrat, our Ladie the Egyptian, our Ladie of Ioy, our 
Ladie of good newes,our Ladie of recouerie,our Ladie of the 
Annontiation, our Ladie of Snowes, our Ladie of Feuers, our 
Ladie of deliuer vs from the paines of Hell &c,. And cuen as 
the ancient Pagans had theire litle Gods which neuer went 
| alone as Caſtor and Pollux; fo the Church of Rome worſhip= 
peth certaine lizle Saints , which goe not but by two and two, 
as S. Colme and $,Damain,though they be not of the order of 
S.Francis. Amonge the ancient Romans,no one could be pu. 
| blickly ſerued and worſhipped , who was not placed in the 
| ranke of the Gods, by the Senars of Rome : Euen ſoamonge 
the new Romans, no man may be publickly ferued and inuo- 
| ked , who bath not beene canoniſed and put into the ranke of 
the Saints by the Pope and Cardinals, who are the Senators of - 
new Rome, The Gods of the Pagans bad theire particular 
offices and afſignements. Neptune preſided ouer the waters, 
Aolus ouer the winds,the Goddetle Ceres colerued the corne, 
And Bachus had the care of the wine ; The men of = = 
owe 
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lowed the Standart of Mars,Men of learning addrefled them- 
ſelues to Minetua. The Poets inuoked Apollozand the Phiſi« 
tians Eſculapius. The Mariners had theirerctuge to Nep- 
tune : the hunters implored the fauour of Diana, Vulcan was 
the God of Smiths.Pan was the God of Shepheards, Mercurie 
of Marchants &c. .So the Church of Rome hath diſtributed 
roeuery Saint his office and charge : the ido'latrie abideth on 
the Theatre of the world: but ſhe hath chaged the perſonnage 
and borrowed a new maske. Ianus hath leſt the keies and = 
gate of heauen to{S,Peter, Lucina hath reſigned the care of 
child-bed women |to S.,Marguerite, Of old they addreſſed 
themſclues for raine to Tubiter Pluuius : but now the extra- 
ion is granted to Saint Genivieve, Then thole that would 
be preſerued front or healed of the plauge idulatrized a cer- 
tainebuckler,whichteli from heauen,as they faide, in the time 
of Numa : at this day idollaters on the like occation addrefſe 
themſelues vnto Saint Roc. Saint George a horſe-back hath 
ſupplanted Mars,and taken the care and conduCt of Bacrailes, 
Saint Katherin preſides ouer the Sciences inſtcade uf Miner- 
va. The Phiſitians have renounced Ziculapius to receiue 
S.Colme and S.Damien, Sea men inuoke S. Nicolas infteade 
of Neptune.

ny of images they had in greate honour, They placed 
them in the Temples, ſer them vp on the Altars, faſtened them 
in crofſe waies; cuen the Images which they clothed in mag- 
nificent habbits , and crouwned with flowers ; and the which 
they carried in proceſſions on the ſhoulders of theire ſhaven 
Preifſts. Sothe Church of Rome beleeueth that her Saints are 
in heauen : but ſhe worſhippeth theire Images , placeth them 
in the Temples, ſetteth them vp on theire Alrars,faftens them 
in crofle Wayes , and on the Gates of the Cities , Iighteth can- 
delles ro them, vowes Pilgrimages to them , clothes them, 
paints and crownes. them with flowers. The Preifts carrie 
them in proceſſion on theire ſhoulders : the people fall on 
theire knees before them &c, Breifly all the idollatries which 
of old the Pagans committed in the place of the Images of 
theire falſe Gods, the Church of Rome now praQtiſeth the 
ſame inthe place of the Imazes of ber Saints, The ancient Pa- 
gans conſecrated Temples-and Altars to theire Gods ; as the 
Church of Rome doth dedicate and conſecrate to the Saints. 
And as wee haue before obſerued, that the Pagan Gods haue 
quitted ynto the Saints the proteCtion of cities & Kingdoms,

the round of Ments : But that thole who heeing good and honeſt were nee 
the Moone. yertheles.defiled with remediable tinnes (ſuch as at this day 
they call venial tynes) were purged in a fire ; and tormented 
for a time in the aire or in prifons vnder the earth ;z whence 
they were deliuered after they had by theire owne propper 
Pe purgato, torment expiated theire innes, They are theſe doting Pagans, 
f.1.6.11. who hauec kindledthe fire of the Roman Purgatoire, Andin« 
deede Cardinal Bellarmine proues that there is a Purgatoire 
by the teſtimonie of Plato,Ciceroand Virgil, Moreouer there 
rar are in the Church of Rome famous Doctors , who teach that 
tes beſides Hell, Purgatorie Limbus Patrunm, and the Limbus of 
the younge Infants who die without baptilme, there is a fift 
place , which is as an odiferous medow and ſprinkled with 
Rowers , where the Soules reioyce themſelues before they en« 
ter into Paradis, Compare but this with thoſe Eliftan feilds 
taught by Plato, and you ſhall ſee that one and the ſame ſpirit 
of errour hath inuented both the one and the other fables, 
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The ancient Pagans prayed for theire dead, and offered fi 
crifices, and by many other ceremonies thought to lighten 
theire torments. Thence is come the prayers = the dead in 
the Church of Rome ; and that by finging of Maſſes, ringing 
of Bells 8c, they belecue to leſſen the time and qualitie of 
theire peines, And eueno as on the ninth day after the death, 
the Pagans vſed a olemne ſeruice, during the which they ma- q,/....,,3* 

nificently enterzeined the Preiſts of the talſe Gods: So in the ruml.6.ce, 
Church of Rome, ſeauen dayes after the deceale,they doe the '*: 
ſeruice.of the dead ; and while the friends of the detun& are 
weeping, the Preiſts ing and make merrie, Thence came the 
Canon by which it is forbidden to Preiſts to be in heauines 1n the De- 
when they are called to celebrate the ſeruice of the dead : but ;j* Us _ 
whether they obſerue the rule of this Canon,that is aqueſtion 44.can.nul- 
by it ſelfe, bas. 

And to the ende that the Pagan ſuperſtition might here have _ 
noe preeminence , iult ſo as beſides the ſeruice which they did «7 opmogt 
in perticular for eugry dead perſon,the Pagans had alfo theire ene. rerum 
annuall Feaſts, deſtinated to celebrate the memorie of the #1$.6.cap.9 
dead , viſit theire Sepulchers and pray for theire ſaluation: So 
the Church of Rome doth euery yeare celebrate the Feaſt of 
the dead. The people run to opprefle the chnrch yayds , ftri- 
ueing who ſhal mumble out molt praters,he that will not take 
paines to write them pets another to doe it for money ; the 
Bels ring of all fides, and this mulick of the dead Jafteth all 
night, | 
: The ancient Pagans did greately boaſt and btag of theire 
miracles. Reade theire hiſtories , and you ſhall ſee of theire 
Images falling from heauen of others that remoued them. 
ſelues,that did ſweate, ſpeake,8&c.lothe Church of Rome boa» 
fteth of her miracles (they ought alſo to accompaine the Sonne 
of perdition.) Reade the Legends of Saints,and you ſhall ſee 
Chambers tranſported by Angels, and Images falling from 
Heauen ; you may alſo ſee that they bend themlelues, {peake, 
kiſſe, &c, And euen as the Pagans faſtened Tables in the na

Wee haue learned that the Feaſts of fowre times haue tooke 

theire originall from the Iewes;bur it is alſo an inſtitution deſ- De invent. 
ecnded from the Pagan antiquitie. Polydor Virgil acknow. 7191.6, 
ledgeth it, and proues it by the reſtimonie of Ovid, The Poo 
Church of Rome confefſerth that the hath learned of the Iewes 

to dedicate Churches: bur ſhe acknowledpeth alſo that it hath 

the praiſe of Paganiſme : For ſhe formeth her ſelfe after the 

example of Nebuchadneſar,who inuited all the greate ones of 

his Kingdomto the dedication of his Image of gold , Durand 

Ration, dinin, offi:.(1b.1.cap.6.n.2. ; 

The Church of Rome hath learned of the Iewes to goe in 
proceſſions; but ſhe ought alſo to giue thanks tothe Pagans,as ne mere. 
Polyd. Virgil acknowledgeth, Conſider the Procefſions of Ba- rerum1.6. 
bylon,written in the 6. chaprer of Baruc : theire Gods carried © *& 32 
on ſhoulders ; the ſh orne Preiſts, who cried in carrying them; 
the people who went before and behinde,and which worſhip- 
ped, and you ſhall ſee that it is a lively image of the procel- 
lions of the time, 

The holy water deſcended from the lewes , but it alſo 

fprunge from Pagan ſnperſtition : For the Pagans purified 
themſclues with conſecrated water, which alſo they called /u- 77rg. Enci- 
ftrare , that is to ſay purifying. They alſo ſprinckled the dead: 456.6, 
and noe otherwiſe then is praQiled at this day , they had an 
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Aryoumey alpergile,and a benctier at the entrie of their Temples, where

the Preiſts & the people tooke of the water,as they entred into 
theire Temples.And in this point the conformitie is ſo greate, 
that the figures , which were made to repreſent the aſpergile 
and the beneſtier of the Pagans , ſeeme to haue beene drawne 
to repreſent the outils of the Churchof Rome; and to the end 
that euery one might point to it with his tinger, G.du Choul 
hath fer this ſuperſcription on one of the Pagan beneſtiers, ef 
lule beneſticr portatife like that which wee vſc in our Religions, 
Wee haue faide that burning of incenle on the Alter, and 
waſhing before the beginning of ſeruice is a Iudical cere- 
monie : but PolydorV irgil holds that it hath beene borrowed 
of the Fagans de invent, rerum lib.y. cap.1t. Ge. Aboue all I 
tinde it admirable that the Jewes , the Pagans and the Papiſts 
{erue themlelues of the ſame weapons , and employe the ſame 
realons to defend and ftrenghten themlſelues in theire abuſe: 
for they all alleadge|for theire ceremontes theire antiquitie 
and the prolperity that hath accompanied the obleruation.The 
Prophet Ieremie exhorts the children of Iiracl in the name of 
God to turne from the idollatric of theire fathers , who had 
burnt incenſe to the Queene of heauen, and the rebellious 
people anlwered him , As concerning the word of the Lord which 
thou hat ſpoken to vs , wee will not heare it, But for certaine wee 
w2ll doe all that which is gonne out of our month, burning incenſe to 
the Drucene of hranen, and muying atþerſion to her , as wee have 
donne , wee and our fathers, the Kin 7s and the Princes among#t Vs 


1a the (ities of Inda, and in the ſtreetes of Teruſalem, and haxe had 


onr fill of bread, and hawe beene at our eaſe,and hue ſcene noe enill, 
But from the time that wee h.ane ceaſed to burne incenſe to the 
Dveene of heauen,and to make asþerſions to her, wee haue had want 
of all , and h.ane beene conſumed by the ſword and by famine, And 
the Phariſes aide to Jeſus Chriſt : Why doe thy Diſciples tranſ. 
greſſe the traditions of the Elders? And behold an accuſation fra» 
med againſt S.Steuen, the firſt Martyr of Ieſus : This man heere 
Ceaſeth not to ſpeake blaifhemies again#t this holy place and the 
Law: For wes hane heard him fay that this feſus of NaFareth ſha

deftroy this holy place and ſhall change the ordinances which M4 oo 
hath ginen vs, 

The Senate of Rome for many ages oppoſed themſelues co 
Chriſtianitic, namely longe after the Emperours had ſubmit- 
ted themſelues to the Sonne of God , the Senators were gluen 
to the defenle of the Pagan ſuperſtitions and ceremonies: they 
alleadged the lame reafons that the idollatrous Tewes did, Fpiſtolerum 
Reade the Epiſtles of Simmachus , namely thoſe that were 9: #piſt. 
written on this [ubie& ro the Emperours Valentinian, Theodo- * 
fius and Arcadius, That which heprelſeth in all his Epiſtles is 
the antiquitie of theire Ceremonies ; and the good luck that 
the Roman Empire had during the time that ſhe obſerued the 
Religion of her anceſtors, Hebringeth in the Citie of Rome 
proſtrate at the feete of the Emperours,and making this Ora- 
tion to them : R1ght good Princes fathers of the Conntrey , hane 

reſpett unto my yeares , wherevnto f am come by the meanes of my 

holy cuſtomes, Permit me to obſerue the (eremonies which were 

taught me by my ancefters ; and whereof I hane noe cauſe to repent 

we; that I line according to my cuftome,ſeeing, T am free. It ts this 

dinine ſernice that hath ſubietted all the world to my Lawes, It is 

this Religion which hath chaſed Hannibal from my Walles,and the 

Gaules from the (apitol, Is this that then for which F haue beene 

Conſerned, to the ende that they ſhould come to reprone me mn ” {6 
greate age? Of what kinde ſoener the Ordinances may be which 
they would eſtabliſh , the reformanion of my old age can not but bo 
late and inimrions, 

Theſe are the ſame reaſons which they of the Church of 

Rome alleadge againſt vs : For when they can nor by reaſon 
eſtabliſh, and muchlefle by holy Scripture authoriſe theire fri- z,y,,,, ©; 
uolous and yaine Ceremonies , they make a Buckler of anti- Zccdle/. 1.4, 
quitie:. And are not aſhamed to put temporall proſperitie a» +? , 
mong the markes of the Church, 
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Moreover there are many ſuperſtitions and perticular cere« 


monies whith the old and new Rome defend by the ſame rea« 


ſons and couer with the ſame protexts, for example thoſe, thar 


would excuſeCaligula for putting forth his feete to haue them 
kifſed , fay that it was not donne through inſolence , but only 
tolet them ſce his pantoufle enriched with gold and pearles, 
and euen ſee they excuſe the Pope; for his flatterers will make 
vs beleeue that it is not through pride that he makes Princes 
and Kings kifle his/feete ,but to honour the crofle of gold 
which is embrodered on his pantoufle. The ancient Chriſtians 
reproached the Pagans withthe multitude of theire Gods,ar d 
deitied men which they adored the Pagans anſwered that in

they honoured God himlelfe, That thele bleſſed Spirits cars 
ricd the praicrs of men vntu God. That by the creatures they 
went tothe Creatqur , no otherwiſe then as one goes to the 
Kinge by his officers, There isnot a child fo lirle that kno« 
wes not that theſe are the excuſes of the Church of Rome, 
when wee reproch- them that ſhe worſhippeth a million of 
Saints, though in the whole Scripture wee haue neither com= 
mandement,nor promiſe nor example, 

They reproched the Pagans with the worſhipping of Jmas- 
ges , but they haue proteſted, that they honuured not the Ima» 
ges becauſe of themlelues, bur for the reprefentation of them, 
by benefit of whome they had receiued ſo many good things, 
It is euen fo that the Church of Rome excuſeth her idollatrie, 
for the greater part ſay that they worſhip not the Jmages, but 
the thinge repreſented by them,neuertheles one of theire Car- 
dinals, raiſing the price of theire idollatric in this reſet aboue 
that of the Pagans, is ſo hardie as to write that Images ought to 
be worſhipped in a two-fold relpect , to wit becaule of theire 
prototype,and becauſe of them{clues; and that there is a yene« 
ration terminated in the Image. 

But toretourne to my purpoſe, ] thinke it well founded to 
pur the Tubile amonge the Ceremonies which the Church of 
Rome hath borrowed of Tudaiſme and Paganilme. As for Iu- 
daiſme it appeareth ; for according to Platina Regiſter of the 
Popes, Boniface the 8, inſtituted the Iubile in imitation of that 
which is praciled-in the old Teſtament. And to this it is that

Clem&t the 6.had efperial regard whe he ca!lerh this cona— 
by the name oflubile, 8 ordaineth that it {huuld be celebrated 
from tiſtie yeares to filtie yeares.Lhere is none more admira. 
ble in my opinion on this lubiect then the Archbi:! opAntonin, 4 
for he thinks that the Jubile- was figured in the ancient law: _— 
And that ir had his begining in Abraham, becauſe Lot was fiftie pare. 1.cie. 
yearc old when Abraham reſcued him out of che hands of the degadl - 
fowre Kings that carried him captiue. Alſo becaulc he was ths. __ 
fifrie yeare old when God [pake to him, and drew him ont of 
the place of his nativitie, Where becauſe Abraham , who was 
excerciſed in the knowledye of the Starres, knew that the In- 
remperature of the aire , which commeth of the diucrs aſpects 
of the Planets, purgeth ir ſelfe at the ende of tiftie yeares, 
would imitate on carth that which the Starres doe in heauen, 
ordaining that fiftith yeare ſhould be called Iubile, Iudge 
Reader if theele reaſons be nor pleaſant. 

To the ende that the truth may moreclearely appeareto 
the Reader, 1 will repreſent as ina running table the Pagan 
ceremonic,and then I will compare it with that of the Rowan 
_ The lecular plaics were inſtituted by the Conſul Va- 
erius Publicula, aboute the yeare of the world 3434. before 
the birth of our Saniour Chriſt $66. after the building of 
Rome 188.yeares. This is the opinion of Valerius Maximus, 
Polydor Virgil. and many others Authors ancient and mo- 
dern, Bur others hold that theele plaies were not inftituted till 
298, yearcs after the foundation of Rome vnder the Conſul- 
ſhip of M. Valerius and Sp, Virginius. When the time of 
theele plaies approched a lyerault went through all Iralie to 
make publication: and inuired the;people thither,crying, Come 
fee things which ye hae nener ſecne and which you ſbal nexer ſee 
a04aime, 

A litle before the SpeRacle began to be ſeene, the Empe- — 
rour or the Conſuls with tiſteene perſonages deputed rofacri- of theſe 
- fice in the Capitol and pallace , beeing ſer in chaires before the ran 
Temples of Apollo Palatin, and Lubiter Capitolin, diſtributed j;.z..m4 © 
of certaine things amonge the people, which they thoughe oP 
ſerued to expiate theire ſinnes,as Torches,Sulphure,8c, The |, .. ſeculge 


people from all parts ran to thele places ; as allotothe _— ribs, 
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of Diana , which was on mount Auentin , where the caftome 
was to diſtribute, amonge free perſone, of the barley , wheate 
and beanes to offer to Parques, The feaſt dured continually for 
the ſpace of three daies and three nights , during which time 
they who had charge of the ſeruice , were bound to remoue 
themlelucs into the field of Mars, there to offer ſacrifices to 
Iubiter, uno, Neptune, Minerua, Venus, Apollo, Mercure,Ce- 
res, Vulcan, Mars, Diana, Veſta, Hercules, Laton,to the Gods of 
the fountaines,to Parques,Pluto and Peoferpiue, By the come 
mandement of the Conſuls , therein following the Emperours 
and the fiftcene perlanages,that had the care of the plates, they 
built three Altars by the riuer of Tibre,on the which they offe= 
red lambes in ſacritice , they allo kindled lampes, and fire, &c, 
but the principall idollatrie of all was committed in thetplace 
of a certaine relick,to wit an Altar which was builded twentie 
toote aboue the earth and conſecrated to Pluto and the God- 
deſle Proferpine , Tullius Hoftililius raigning in Rome ; and 
aftcr diſcouered by Yolufius Valeſius, in the raigne of Seruius 
Tullius, They preparcd the Theaters and cellebrated the 
plaics in honour of Apollo and Diana. Men,women and chil- 
dren went ts viſit the Temples and Altars,and to offer praiers 
and ſupplications to the Gods, in ſinging the hymnes com» 
poſed ro that purpoſe. Sofor the plates which were cclebra- 
ted vnder the Empire of Auguſtus,the Poet Horace compoſed 
his ſo renowned verſes, beginning, Phobe, ſylyarumgue potens 
Diana, Bat as the opinions are diucrs touching the durance of 
the ages ,fothe Authors , which hauc written of the ſecular 
plaies,doe bur litle agree in the time of the celebrati6 of theſe 
laies. Some thinke that they were not celebrated but from a 
Candrad and renne;yearesto a hundred and renne yeares, 
Onuphrius Pauuin, is of this opinion , which he gathers from 
the Edi&of Auguſtus , the yerles of Horace, of the commen« 
taire of the fifteene perſonages,&c.but the more common and 


. probable opinion is, that theſe plaies were celebrated from 


100.yeares to 100.yeares,which is that which hath beene held 
by Marcus Varo hb, 1. de ſentcts originibzzs Sextus Pompeius 
Feſtus de yerborum ſignificatuone lib. 17. Zoftmus hiſtor, 16,2, 
2nd Saint Auguftin ae 6ty#ate Dei ad On ap tans 
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ur Panuin, confeſſeth alſo that this is the opinion of Va« 
erias Antias , Titus Livius , and the moſt of the ancients, A- pe 
monge the modern , Polyd.

ſenting the ſhortnes of life, invite all the world nor to ler paſſe 
lo faucrab.c an cecation, 5, The Emperours Claudius and 
Dominitian , willing to haue the gloric and pleaſure of the je- 
eular plaics, ſhortened the terme of 100, yeares oblerued b 
the.:c Anceſtors, So Clement V I. ard Sixtus I V. willing to 
baue part of the glurie and proffit cf the Jubile,haue ſhorrtned 
the terme of the hundred yeares urdeined by Boniface, 6.In 
the time of the Pagan Jubile they prowiled the poure Idolla- 
rers the expiation and abulition of theire finnes: So during the 
new Roman lubile , tl;c Pope diftributeth the prar.d pardons 
and plenarie indulgentes , raking away both the fault and the 
punithment. There is noe wickednes fo enormious , which 
th: Iubile will not put away. 7. Before the ſolemnitic of the 
{ſecular plates , the Emperour went in greate pompe and with 
vercate aftluence df people, rothe Temples dedicated ro falte 
Gods : Reade Santarellus, and thaſe that hane written the ce- 
remonies of the Iubile, and you ſhall tinde that the Pope and 
his poe in like folemne proceſſios to the opening of the Iubile. 
$.Bchold yer one reſemblance admirable aboue all rhe reft, In 
the begining of the Pagan Iubile at Rome , they diſcouered a 
cerraine Altar dedicated to Pluto and the Goddefle Proferpin, 
and ſof.one as the plaies were ended they couered the Altar 
againe \vith carth, So arRome that calleth irſelfe Chriſtia,the- 
re isa pate which's called holy which is opened at the begining 
of the lubile , and ſhur againe as ſoone as it is ended. And it is 
yerrie remarkable that the Pope opens it witha filyer ham- 
mer , and before it is ſhut againe, be doththere put peices E |

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gold and filyer : as if he would yer at this day doe honour to 
the God of riches.

Ateuery (olemnitie of the plaies , they compoſed 
new hymnes : Soeat cuery Iubile new praiers and orations, 
Witnes that which they crie through the citie for the gaining 
of the preſent Iubile. 13. Note yet that they graued on an Al- 
tar of braſſe ynder what Conluls or Emperours it was that 
theſe ſecular plaies were celebrated. Onuphbrius panuinius 
| teacheth vs that they graued them in the ſame of manner, as 
they doe the Popes vnder whome the Iubile is celebrated, 
14. Tocomfort and raiſe yp the courages of good people, I 
finih this compariſon , that as the Fmperours , beeing made 
Chriſtians, aboliſhed thele ſecular plaies : Soe we hope that 
the Chriſtian Kings and Princes will holy aboliſh the Roman 
Jubile , when God (hall giue them the grace to take into conli- 
deration the ſuperſtition and impietie. For thole who Raue 
ginen theire pow2r and authoritie to the Beaſt, are thoſe which 
fhull eate hz1 fleſh and leane her deſolate and naked, Reu, 17, 
Amen,
